Some  obverse  frost  is  missing  behind  Liberty’s  neck  but 
we  believe  this  is  mint  made.  The  bands  show  a  clear  split  but  are  not  fully  rounded, 
regardless,  one  of  the  nicer  examples  we've  seen.

Very  original  and  eye  appealing. 


635.  1837  Reeded  Edge  Bust  Half  Dollar  Close  to  Gem  BG  with  exquisite  peripheral  and 

rainbow  toning.  Very  well  struck  with  lots  of  luster.  A  few  reverse  hairlines  and  a  small 
obverse  edge  depression  at  2:00  keep  this  beauty  from  perfection! 


636.  1840  No  Motto  Seated  Half  With  outrageous  peacock  blue  and  violet  toning  gracinq 

its  proof-like  surfaces.  Has  a  few  hairlines  and  some  marks  behind  the  Eaale’s  hear! 
Easily  choice  BG  or  better. 
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1937  Walking  Liberty  Half  Choice  BG  or  better  with  full  original  satiny  luster.  Very 
pretty  &  very  pleasing. 

638.  Two  Late  Walkers,  1941  slider  with  lots  of  lustre,  and  a  1945  Choice  BG  with  dark 

peripheral  toning  and  blazing  central  areas.

646.  San  Diego  1935-D  MS  60  or  better  with  some  areas  of  toning.  Also  1937-S  Texas  Half 

with  faint  multi-colored  toning,  BG  or  better,  and  a  beautiful  1925  Stone  Mountain, 
frosty  original  with  peripheral  rainbow  toning,  better  than  Choice  BG.  Three  coins. 

647.  1878-S  Proof-like  Choice  BG  with  beautiful  toning  showing  shades  of  pink,  violet,  and 

orange. 

648.  A  pair  of  1879-S  $1  Both  Choice  BG  with  flashy  semi  P-L  surfaces  and  some  toning. 

Also  1880-S  Choice  BG  with  a  hint  of  toning  over  semi  P-L  surfaces  and  an  1882-CC

649.  1884  $1  Choice  to  Gem  BG  With  almost  mark  free  surfaces.  Also  an  1885-0  Choice 

BG  with  nice  lustre.  Two  coins. 

650.  1886-S  $1  Toned  BG  paired  with  an  1887  with  golden  toning  most  would  call  MS63. 

Two  coins. 

651.  1897-S  BG  or  better  and  a  Choice  BG  1921-S  with  outrageous  dark  rainbow  toning. 

Two  coins. 

652.  Five  Peace  Dollars  1924  Choice  BG  or  better,  1924-S  Borderline  BG,  1924-S  BG  or 

better,  1925-S  BG  or  better,  and  lastly  a  1927  BG.
